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~ ANTONINUS _ “PIUS ‘ 
By Georgo Bennett 


Born Titus Aurelius Fulvus Boionus frrius fntoninus j 
of a most distinguished Transalpine family of con- : 
sular rank. His grandfather, Titus Aurelius Fulvus, ; 
from Nimes, had been a friend of the Emperor Otho i 
and twice consul. Mis maternal grandfather, Arrius : 
fntoninus, was a correspondent of the younger Pliny.: 
fntoninus Pius was born in Etruria, at Lanuviun, : 
thirteen days before the kalends of Ootober in the 
12th Consulship of Domitian and the first of 4 
Cornelius Dolabella (19th of September 86). His 
childhood was in the care of his grandparents. 
Serving as questor, praetor and pro-consul of Asia, : 
he enjoyed a great reputation for his administrative: 
ability and was often consulted by Madrian on the 
greatest questions of state, 


: He is described by Julius Capitoliaus (ea 345 AD.) 


as being "in appearance handsome, in natural talents: 
kindly and a gifted speaker". Hadrian entrusted 
Antoninus Pius with that part of Italy which con- 


| tained the Imperial Crown Lands, a position of con- 


siderable importance. 
In regard to his adoption into the Imperial family, 


i the Emperor Hadrian had first taken as an heir L. 


Ceionus Commodus, known as /felius, a man of dubious 
promise, Aelius died January 1, 138, and Antoninus 


' was adopted five days before the kalends of March 


(February 25) the same yoar. Capitolinus believed, 
because of Antoninus' reverence to his aged grand- 
father, but more likely because of his exccllent 
record in the government, Hadrian took him as a son.: 
He was granted tribunician and pro-consular power, ; 
but even this change of fortune did not change his 
simple and unassuming nature. He told his wife, 
"Though we have gained an empire, we have lost even : 
what we had before". 


: He was most reverent to the memory ef Hadrian, and 


on this Emperor's death had his body brought to Rone. 
and buried in the gardens of Domitia: pleaded with | 
the Senate for the deification of Hadrian, refused ;

: was greeted "Imperator" by the priestess, instead of | 
. the usual title Pro-Consul; at Cyzicus, a crown 
: moved from the statue of a god to a statue of him, 
and during his consulship, lightning from a clear 

/ sky struck, though undamaged, his house (a most 

: positive indication of divine favor). In Etruria, 
' swarms of bees settled on his statues, and a dream — 

i Warned him to place an image of Hadrian amonr his 

: household gods. 

: His reign was a period of prosperity and peace. He 
i retained the ministers and friends of Hadrian, proof : 
/ of their integrity, removed many offices that he

| "middleman", and made himself accessible*to the 

: Roman people. Ie was one of the few Emperors who 

: spent most of his life in the city of Rome, believing

His 
i private fortune, he settled on his daughter, Faustina 
: Junior, with the income of same going for the benefit
